Currently working on one of these. Mods done to this before my acquisition 
include the usual bypassing of the 6AB7 suppression stage. Thankfully they 
did not remove the search motor mechanism or drill holes as was recommended 
in the 12-62 issue of 73 magazine, a BAMA pdf. I'd like to see that tuning 
search in action! 


However, the 6H6 was removed and replaced in some fashion with a pair of 
1N45. The radio actually works with excellent sensitivity and a very 
accurate dial with those diodes installed, a tribute to the mostly mica 
caps. Does anyone have a reference to that mod so I can review it? The 
mod used pin 2 of the 6H6 socket as a tie point with the expected 
consequences with a 6H6 installed (audio hum since pin 7 is the 6.3VAC 
feed). The TM for the set does not include pictorials for cap and resistor 
locating so I'm still tracking down all the actual component connections as 
shown in the schematic so I can undo the mod which has messed with the AVC 
levels, but a full accounting of the mod would be very helpful.

The Royal Canadian Mounted Police vessel, the ST. ROCH, was designed as a 
supply vessel and a floating RCMP detachment for Canada's Western Arctic. 


On June 23, 1940 , ST. ROCH sailed from Vancouver and navigated the 
Northwest Passage, arriving in Halifax on October 11, 1942. She was the 
second vessel after Roald Amundsen's Gjoa (1903) to traverse the Northwest 
Passage. However, she was the first vessel to traverse the Passage in both 
directions. The ST. ROCH would make history one last time in 1954 after 


sailing from Halifax to Vancouver through the Panama Cana thus making her 
the first vessel to completely circumnavigate the North American continent. 
Her seafaring days came to an end in 1954 when she became a national 
historic site and prime attraction at the Vancouver Maritime Museum in 
British Columbia.

Richard, 


For years I have run a home brew reversible L tuner with a heavy duty roller 
inductor and vacuum capacitor. I built in a bypass switch because I wanted one 
and it is something too many commercial tuners are lacking. The L design is nice 
for vintage gear because the tuner also operates as a low pass filter which really 
cleans up a lot of harmonics from the older rigs. I built it because I wanted 
something that would handle the output from my Johnson Desk KW and any other legal 
limit rig without complaint. 


Recently I picked up a NYE Viking MB-V-A tuner for a price that was too good to 
pass up. It allows direct/bypass on one of its coax outputs. I haven't used it a 
lot but it tunes smoothly and seems to handle high power well. Its range on 160 
is supposed to be very limited, I haven't tried it there. By all appearances it 
is very well built and it does have Viking in its name ? 


I used a KW Matchbox with the Desk KW a little just because it looks nice with it. 
The lack of a bypass switch was annoying and it REALLY needs reduction tuning for 
its controls because tuning is very sharp. As you stated, it really wasn't 
designed to feed coax/unbalanced although it will work with it. 


In your Viking 2, check the 5R4 tube bases and sockets for dust and carbon track 
development which is a fairly common problem with this setup. If you run CW but 
not full break-in, consider using a cube type relay to handle antenna switching 
and receiver muting and use an extra set of contacts on that relay to keep the 
external Johnson VFO keyed whenever the rig is in transmit position so that you 


are keying only the transmitter. This gets rid of chirps. If you have excessive 
RF in the radio room, you will find on 40 meters that the 122 VFO can suffer the 
same RF infiltration problem as the Ranger, Valiant, and 500 when operating on 40 
because the VFO and transmitter final are on the same frequency rather than be 
multiplied like the other bands. A friend ran into this issue and operated the 
122 on its 160 meter range quadrupling the VFO output frequency on 40 and it 
worked well for him.

They can not deliver the very high peak currents but will 
withstand being fully discharged and other abuses that will ruin 
the lead-acid type.

Edison cells are storage batteries while dry alkaline cells 
are "primary" cells, meaning they generate electricity directly 
from a chemical reaction while Edison or lead-acid cells must be 
charged from an external source of power. 

Both dry alkaline regular zinc-carbon dry batteries can be 
charged but will not hold the charge very long. They are not 
storage cells but the chemical reaction can be partially reversed 
leading to the idea that they can be recharged.
